Now I would very much like to answer these 
questions in a definite and satisfactory manner, 
bat I am afraid it will be impossible ot the 
present writing to give you onything more 
thon shrewd speculations regarding the prob- 
able action of the Fenian leaders or the Gov- 
ernment, but according to my light I will en+ 
deavor to give tho readers of the Chronicle a 
proper iden of the actual situation and its 
probable results. 

In the first place, there seems.to be very little 
doubt, if any is entertained, by those who are 
in any way posted, that the Fenian organization 
intend making a determined attempt to cross 
over the frontier and let slip such dogs of war 
as they may be able to gather together during 
the earlier months of summer. I know that 
severnl sets of military equipments have been 
issued to the rank and file already enlisted in 
this rechless and insane enterprise, and a large 

roportion of the “Grand Army” have been 

urnished with tome description of uniform.— 
The leaders do not pretend to deny that they 
have abundant stores of small arms and am- 
munition stored at convenient parts, though 
whether they have a sufficient proportion of 
artillery to carry on a successful campaign is 
not definitely known, 

I attended a Fenian meeting a few nights 
ago in this city, and I jestingly asked when 
the proposed moyement on the Canadian 
frontier was contemplated, when I was com- 
pletely taken aback by the grave and earnest 
assurance that nothing “ decisive’? would be 
none until the ground had dried a little more. 
Everything I see or hear of the Fenians in 
this city and other cities in the Union, tends to 
convince me that if left alone these misguided 
fanatics will surely attempt to carry on a raid 
across the St. Lawrence, for they act in 4 
methodieal manner, and mske very little 
parade about it. From these indications you 
may rest assured that the Canadians are in con- 
siderable danger from inyasion on the part of 
the Fenians, though whether they will sustain 
any materia! damage is quite another thing. 

As regards the probablé action of the 
American Government in the event of an ag- 

ressive Fenian movement on the Canadian 
rontier, it will be difficult to give you any 
positive assurance, though I think it quite safe 
to assume that the United States Government 
will do its duty in the premises, as they did in 
1866, The one great error committed by the 
President and bis advisers, was the giving up 
of the arms seized by Gen, Meade in 1866, as 
it eaabled the Fenian leaders to delude their 
followers into making another attempt at in- 
yasion, You will perhaps understand the

THE PROSPECTS OF THE FARMER.—

The Wesleyan Conference assembled this 
morning (Wednesday June 3rd,) in the Syd- 
enbam street church. By the hour of nine a 
large portion of the Ministers appointed to 
attend the Conference wero in their places, 
ready for business. It is pleasing to observe 
these ministers looking so hearty and vigor- 
ous. after tho Jabours of another year in vari- 
ous parts of this country. Itineracy appears 
to be physically advantageous, ns itis also 
seon to be spiritually efficacious. 

The Rey. James Elliott, who has most efli-

Lhe Kingaton News says: A company of 
the R. C. Rifles and 100 men from Hamilton 
will leave for Prescott to-morrow, along with 
non-commissioned officers, gunners and men 
of the Royal Artillery. It is also rumored 
that Captain Duff’s Cavalry are under orders 
for the same place.

| DISCOVERY OF AN IMMENSE CAVERN NEAIt 


OTTAWA.—INTERESTING PARTICULARS. 


Tho Ottawa correspondeat of the Globc 


sonds the following intorosting particulars 
Jof tho discovory of an immense oave in tho 
township of Wakefiold, county of Ottawa, 


Quobco :-- 
Ovrawa, Juno 5. 


Loarning tho other day that a recont dis 


in tho Township of Wakefield, said to rival 
|tho Mammoth Cavo of KKentuoky, I con- 
oludod to visit it, and did so to day, in com 
pany with Dr.Grant,M.P. jandJ.€, Rowan, 
Kngineor, of tho Public Works Dopart- 
mont. Woe reached Mr. John Morris’, lot 
18, 2nd concession of Wakefield, in the 
county of Ottawa, and Province of Quobeo, 
about twenty miles north of this city, about 
leven o'clock, and under his guidance wo 
proceeded to tho oavorn, our way being 
through a mile of woods, over rocks, 
through morasses and ravines. It was a 
most difficult one, but was well repaid by the 
romantio sconery in proximity to the cavern. 
This wo found to be situated on tho face of 
a proel ple overlooking s small lake, the en 
trance being about fifty feet above tho level, 
of o horse-shoe shape, and about cighteon 
feet in diameter. Overhanging it were large 
cedars and pines two feet in diameter, the 
oliff itself often rising to a height of over two 
hundred fect. Having lighted our lamps 
wo descended by a gentle inclino into tho 
cayorn, a distanco of nearly eighty feet, un- 
til wo reached a point where the passage 
became contracted from a width of twenty- 
fivo feet, and a height of twenty-five feet, 
to a width of fifteen feet and a height of 
six feet. A considerable portion of the 
floor was covered with ice to a depth of 
several inches. We then entered the first 
chamber, which was of oval form, eighty 
feet in length, twenty-one feet in breadth, 
and about ten fect high. Its floor was 
quite dry and covered with coarse sand,—

France, a country with which we had some} 
affinity, numbering among our population a 
considerable proportion of her gay, gallant) 
and refined people, (a laugh), represented 
in the Cabinet by our Minister of war, 
(laughter), there was a population of thirty- 
five millions, with a Corps Legislutif of| 
283 members, and a revenue of thirty-five 
|millions of dollars. For all these thero 
were but eleven heads of department, or 
ono to every three and a half millions peo- 
ple, to every 26 legislators, to every thirty- 
four millions of revenue. Tho same basis 
would give Canada one head as regards 
|reyenue; one of their heads being worth 
|two of ours. (Great laughter.) Hach of 
their heads represented as ‘large a reyenuo 
as it took all of our fifteen to manago to- 
gether. How did it happen that the minis- 
ter for war was of only 1-15th the capacity 
of his countrymen at home, and was his 
degeneracy to bo traced to tho accident of 
his being born in Canada? Oar 13 heads 
represented each but 300,000 people, and 
but 13 members of Parliament. Indeed 
he was well aware that some of the 13 
could not command the adhesion of nearly 
so large a number, (Cheers and laughter.) 
He could point to three or four whose in- 
fluence was less extensive. He would pre- 
fer to see the salaries of the 13 divided 
among 7, a number which would be quite 
sufficient, and each of whom might be more 
adequately paid; and he could not under- 
stand why tho Minister of Finance 
could not manage his revenue single-handed. 
Tt was as easy to say millions as thousands, 
and he had only to reckon up the figures. 
[Laughter.] It must be remembered that 
the other governments, with which he had 
made comparison, had duties to discharge 
from which ours was free; diplomatic rela- 
tions to maintain, which we had not yet 
made our way to, He was, therefore, com- 
pelled to one of two conclusions; either that 
wo had a greater number of ministers than 
was necessary, or that they were men of 
very inferior calibre, and’ judging from 
their performances, he inclined to the latter 
opinion. [Much laughter]. They could 
not have the hardihood to assert that their 
affaira were in a creditabe state, when they 
were compelled to propose so many new 
measures to set them right —to rescue them 
from their position of topsy turvy, sil 
heads and points. In closing theso fow 
financial statements [loud laughter], he}in such trouble, and

‘Thero are many 
articles which wo are obliged to obtain in 
tho Canadian market at apy rate. ‘l'ake 
that of lumber, for instance; our Hastern 
forests haye ceased comparatively to yield 
thoir treasures for house and ship building, 
and wo haye been compelled to seck sup- 
plios where we scoured them before the 
treaty was hastily annulled. Pino lumber 
is reveived almost wholly, in tho Atlantic 
States, from the Canadian forests, whence 
it reaches them from tho Ottawa valley.— 
A duty of 20 per cent. was laid on this 
product. ‘Tho figures of the official report 
alluded to show that nearly all this lumber, 
coming by way of Ottawa, is for the Ame 
rican market, reaching us through the 
Champlain canal. The abrogation of the 
treaty has had no effect to check the de- 
mand from that prolific source of supply. 
For example: there were 465,812,000 ft. 
of planks and boards exported from Cana- 
da in 1866, the total value of which was 
$4,583,075, and of which sum $4,408,554 
was paid by the United States,—in 1867, 
there were imported 533,192,000 feet in 
all, the total value of which was $5,104,- 
842, and of which sum -$5,043,377 was 
paid by the United States, Thus it will 
be seen that wo buy more lumber of Canada 
since the abrogation of the treaty than we 
did before, and that we haye to pay just as 
high a price for it as then, with the duty 
of 20 per cent, added! Perhaps some pro- 
found political economist can demonstrate 
how this style of “ protection” aids Ameri- 
can interests and industry, merely making 
them pay what they did before, with twenty 
per cent. on top. 

And this increased tax, let it'be kept in 
mind, is levied on every householder in the 
land. No man repairs his old house, or 
builds a new one, but is forced to pay higher 
for his lumber than he paid under the Re- 
ciprocity treaty ; and it is notorious that 
thousands have beou obliged to defer the 
erection of homes for years, and consume 
their hard carnings in payment of increased 
rents, for no other reason than that lumber 
was 80 much higher in consequence of the 
abrogation of the treaty, and the levying of 
aduty. And it has worked in the same 
way with our ship-building. - Thousands of 
skilled mechanics have been driven from 
their home to seek unacoustomed omploy- 
ment in other places, simply because the 
building of vessels has, by the breaking up 
of the treaty, been monopolized by the 
Maritime Provinces. The report of the
